DICTOGRAPH SYSTEM OF INTERIOR TELEPHONES 


A DICTOGRAPH SYSTEM OF INTERIOR TELEPHONES is made up of two types of 
^ instruments,—the loud speaking Executive Dictograph, and the Intercom. Any 
number of these sets may be combined and the system operates equally well in large 
or small units. A definite need for Dictograph exists wherever there is a business with 
two or more individuals who exchange information. 

THE EXECUTIVE DICTOGRAPH 


Among the outstanding features of the loud speaking Executive Dictograph are: 


Loud Speaking 
Receiver and 
Sensitive 
Microphone 

The combination of these two essential elements of radio in the Executive 
Dictograph gives you all the convenience of the telephone without the 
usual effort. The sensitive microphone transmits your message; the clear- 
toned loud speaker brings back the answer. (A small earpiece receiver, or 
optionally, a hand set, is provided, which automatically cuts out loud 
speaker when desired.) You speak to the Executive Dictograph and it 
answers you just as would an individual. 

Ease of Operation 

A mere flick of a key puts you in touch with the person you want in less 
time than you’d ordinarily consume in signalling your operator. You lift 
no receiver, twirl no dial, talk into no mouthpiece. Engraved nameplates 
label each key, with maximum visibility. 

Selectivity 

When someone calls you, a white signal appears above the key bearing his 
name, enabling you — if busy — to weigh the relative importance of the 
call and to answer or disregard it, at will. 

Buzzer and 

Light Signal 

Besides the white signal which labels each incoming call with the name of 
the party calling, you receive an unobtrusive buzz to attract your atten¬ 
tion. At your will, a red light signal can be substituted for this buzzer. A 
small switch on the instrument makes the change.

Right-of-Way 

Dictograph never keeps you waiting for a “free line.” A visual signal 
gives notice of your call, at the station you are calling, assuring instant 
“right-of-way.” 

Automatic 

Memoranda 

Should the person you are calling be away from his desk, a signal will 
register your call, notifying him to communicate with you upon his return. 

Strict Privacy 

Dictograph extends your conversational privacy thruout your entire 
office .. . No one can “listen-in.” 

Conferences 

You can call a conference of three or more of your associates without any 
of them being obliged to leave their own offices. All will be able to hear 
and talk to each other with the same facility as they would sitting around 
your desk. 


The Executive Dictograph (illustrated opposite) takes up no more room on your desk 
than a letterhead. Its distinguished appearance and modern compact design are such as 
to harmonize with the finest environment. 










DICTOGRAPH INTERCOM 


The Dictograph Intercom has been designed 
for general interior telephone service, for use in combination with the 
Executive Dictograph and in locations where a loud speaking telephone is 
not desirable. Among these features are: 

You take the light-weight handset from its cradle, press a 
key, and talk,— no numbers, no dial, no directories. An 
engraved bakelite name plate labels each key with the name 
of the party with which it connects. A soft toned buzzer 
announces a call. To answer, it is only necessary to take up 
the handset and speak. 

A conference involving three or more persons may be called 
from any Intercom merely by pressing the keys marked with 
the names of the people involved. 

The Dictograph Intercom provides 100% trunkage. That is, 
there may be as many simultaneous conversations as there 
are pairs of instruments on the system. 

All calls from the Executive Dictograph are indicated by a 
small signal which remains visible until the call is answered. 

Altho Intercoms are ordinarily used in combination with one or more Execu¬ 
tive Dictographs, a very satisfactory inter-communication service can be pro¬ 
vided by the installation of a system consisting entirely of Intercoms. This 
affords practically every advantage of the Executive system with exception of 
the Loud Speaker.
